Begonia Gloire de Lorraine 


Now is a good time to start propagation of Begonia de 
Lorraine and Cincinnati. Stock for next year must spring 
from early struck leaf cuttings. There can be no doubt 
as to the superiority of early started plants from leaf- 
cuttings over those: propagated later by rooting side 
shoots in the usual way, though the latter have their uses 
and are probably as valuable as anything expressly raised 
for a holiday trade. Well-matured leaves, but still of a 
healthy, spotless green, are taken from the most vig- 
orous plants in such a manner as to cause no disfigure- 
ment. Cutting away the stubby end of the leaf stalk, 
about half an inch below the leaf is all the trimming 
needed. This lower end when inserted in the sand will 
just bring the base of the leaf in close contact with the 
surface of the sand bed. A steady heat of not less than 
70 degrees in the sand with a few degrees lower over- 
head, a somewhat close and moderately humid atmos- 
phere, frequent sprinkling and the exclusion of bright 
sunshine by portable shades, insure a good start and 
healthy root formation. 


Allamandas 


Plants that you have been growing on during the sum- 
mer should now be given a place where they can ripen 
up their wood. Reduce the water supply gradually un- 
til the wood becomes well ripened up. This is one par- 
ticular essential in their culture. Water may be with- 
held to the point of flagging as long as you do not allow 
the wood to shrivel, which would work a great injury if 
allowed to happen. Give these plants a place in some 
house that stands at about 50 degrees at night. In 
order to perfect wood that will flower well give them a 
place where they can receive all the sunshine possible. 
See that they have plenty of ventilation whenever possi- 
ble, as this goes hand in hand with reduced watering 
and temperature in bringing allamandas to the right 
condition. 

Freesias 

Freesias require a nice moist state at the roots. To 
get them in flower for the holidays give them a shelf or 
bench in a house where a night temperature of 55

preciate doses of liquid manure if not too strong, which 
would cause a browning on the ends.of the leaves. They 
are also easily injured by fumigation but will stand 
tobacco papers without injury. Late batches can be 
held in a cold house or even in frames for some time. 
Freesias are excellent for design work and those with 
a local trade can scarcely afford to be without them.

Care of Adiantums; 





Rhododendrons 


These plants are of special value for forcing during 
Easter time. When received they can be placed in soil 
in some root house or cool pit and the roots kept mod- 


erately moist. When being potted they want a very 


porous soil, such as two parts of fibrous loam, one part 
of leaf mold and about half this quantity of sand. Keep 
them in a cool place, anywhere just above freezing. 
In February they can be brought into a temperature of 
about 50 degrees at night which can be increased to 


about 62 degrees at night. At this stage they like a 
moist atmosphere and should be freely syringed, but 
must be removed to a more airy and a cooler house 
when their flowers begin to open. Be sure when order- 
ing that you get the varieties that are suitable for fore- 
ing and that are well set with buds. 


Paper Whites and Roman Hyacinths 


I have often mentioned the fact that paper white 
narcissi should be brought in early and given lots of 
time in a cool house. The same can be said of Roman 
hyacinths, although the romans will endure a much 
higher temperature without harm. I have seen paper 
whites brought in and put down by the side of the path 
in a warm house and grow all to leaves. This is entirely 
wrong. This early, cheap bulb is most useful at the 
holidays, and the way to make it so is to bring in the 
flats in the first half of November and put them on the 
bench in the full light, in a house where it is about 50 
degrees at night. Roman hyacinths should be given 60 
degrees at night and allowed six weeks to come into 
flower, but give them also full light. Pay a little more 
attention to it, provide a light, sunny, cool house where 


the flowers can develop slowly. If you have plants 
which seem a little forward a temperature of about 40 
degrees and enough shade to keep the sun away will 
keep the stock at a standstill. 


2 Protecting the Hardy Border 


Clear all beds and borders of hardy perennials of any 
dead stalks, cutting them down to the ground. After 
this hoe and clear the ground from all manner of weeds. 
The winter covering of the perennial border is an impor- 
tant operation, and on it depends much of the future 
success. This protection should not be given as long 
as the weather continues mild. All perennials should 
be allowed to become inured to the present increasing 
cold. When the ground has formed a nice crust of frost 
they can be covered with some coarse manure to the 
depth of from 4 to 6 inches, all over.

Pruning Peach Trees 

The pruning of peach and nectarine trees differs 
vastly from that of the vine. The chief reason is that 
the vine fruits on the wood that it makes the same year 
while the peach or nectarine fruits next year on the 
wood that has been made this year, hence the motive 
for retaining as much of last year’s wood as possible at 
the time of pruning. The flower buds will be visible on 
all wood so, where there is a doubt as to which is the 
best piece to leave, select that having the most flowers. 
The maximum amount of flowers for the coming season 
can be gauged on peach and nectarine trees by the pres- 
ence of thé flower buds which are formed during the 
fall, ninety-five per cent of which should produce a per- 
fect flower. Where disbudding was correctly done in 
the spring, and summer pruning was also attended to, 
the winter pruning will be very simple. These two op- 
erations just mentioned are the key note to well-trained 
peach trees. Disbudding leaves just the required num- 
ber of growths in the right position to cover the trellis 
properly and the summer pruning removes most of the 
useless wood after the fruit has been gathered. At the 
time of disbudding I recommended leaving growths on 
the top side of the wood only in order to facilitate prun- 
ing. Where this is practiced the old wood on the un- 
derneath side is cut away and the new drawn down a 
little to take its place. ‘This will never leave any very 
large spaces to be filled up as is the case when the 
growths are left on both sides, for when a piece of old 
wood is taken out there is sure to be a V shaped space 
which requires some growths to be drawn up and others 
to be drawn down to fill ¢ in. Prune all trees before a 
tie has been cut so that the position of all the wood can 
be seen and the right space allotted to those which are to 
be left. It is a mistake to have a center to a fan-trained 
tree as the center ought to be left open thus providing 
space for the new wood to grow. Do not be afraid of dis- 
carding old wood ; the summer pruning will not have re- 
moved all of it and an overcrowded tree will never be 
satisfactory. Let each piece of wood have a space of 
three to four inches. 


Protect Strawberries . 


Strawberries will have been standing in their sum- 
mer quarters so long as no severe weather was in sight, 
but the recent cold wave makes it necessary to protect 
them from the frosts or the pots will be broken with 
the expansion of the soil. A deep frame makes an ideal 
place to plunge them as they are away from the glass 
and the frost cannot get at them so easily. Use leaves 
that are dry and pack them around the pots tightly, 


placing the pots close together. See that an extra large 
label is placed in the right position so that the varieties 





— 


ure easily distinguished later on. Do not coddle the 
plants in any way. Probably the sash will be enough 
protection for a while and later on when it is necessary 
to add other protection do not leave it on when the 
weather is mild. A friend of mine tells me better fruit 
is obtained by not allowing the soil to become frozen 
at all as it injures the roots. Whether this is a fact or 
not I cannot say but I hand it on to the readers to try it 
out. Usually we have not cared about the soil freezing 
a little so long as it was not sufficient to break the pots. 


Late Grapes—Harging 

Ripe grapes will be hanging in the late vinery now 
and may be allowed to remain there until the year end, 
Keep the house dry and airy through the clear weather 
with a night temperature of about 45 degrees, which, 
however, should not be forced to a degree. During any 
dull or wet weather keep at least one of the heating pipes 
warm and in severe weather have all the pipes warm— 
not hot—and should the temperature be a few degrees 
low when the pipes are so, do not trouble; it is better 
to have it so, as hot fire heat will shrivel berries quicker 
than anything else. As the bunches are cut remove a 
few from each vine which will have the same effect as 
taking a load off. It will mean using some of the latest 
varieties before the earlier ones are finished but if, say, 


two are cut from each one first it will help some. Such 
varieties as Lady Hutt, Gros Colman, Gros Guillaume 
(Barbarossa) and Black Alicante should keep well up 
to Christmas. 


Vine Eyes for Propagating 

If it is intended to propagate any vines next spring 
select some of the best laterals at the time of pruning 
of the varieties that are needed and have them correctly 
labeled and heeled in. Underneath a bench in a cool 
house will suit them, but if there is any danger of its 
getting warm before they are wanted put them outside 
or in a cold frame and protect them. 


Setting Tomatoes 


At times during the winter months trouble is experi- 
enced in setting tomatoes. This can usually be traced 
to excessive moisture in the house or lack of air. Unless 
it is very cold or windy never have the house closed 
up tightly; that crack of air works wonders. When 
watering has to be done do it as soon as the house gets 
nicely up to the day temperature and when possible 
select a fine clear day to do it. With the right atmos- 
phere and temperature all that should be necessary is to 


give the plants a sharp shake at noon to distribute the 
pollen. Real bad cases can have the flowers fertilized 
with a piece of fur. 
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Grading for New Houses 

if you are planning to build a new house or two next 
spring, and the ground where it is to be built is not at 
all level, do not wait until building time to do the neces- 
sary grading. We have just heard from one of our 
readers, who has had a good deal of trouble with his 
house settling. No matter how well the earth in the 
places filled may be packed, it cannot be firmed down 
as well as nature would do it. Therefore it is well to 
do your grading at once, and let the snow, rain and 
frost each have a chance to settle the ground down to 
where it should be. If this can be done two years in 
advance so much the better, for then the soil will be 
firmed almost as good as nature’s own land. It may not 
seem possible that this settling of soil would in any 
way bother the houses, yet it does, and will have them 
all out of shape by the time five years have passed. Gen- 
erally houses built now are well built, so that they will 
still be here fifty years from now. Picture your houses 
then if they are built on unsettled ground. The only 
way to do in such cases is to run concrete posts from 
the grade down into the solid earth underneath, and 
then let the soil settle all that it wants to for the houses 
will be safe. 

Mildew 

Many growers who have never been troubled with 
mildew at one place find that it is almost uncontrollable 
at another or new location. The fact is that every new 
location has new problems of its own. The air may 
be different, the wind may blow around some tall build- 
ings or trees and right into the houses. The only way 
to do is to find out all these things of the new place and 
then run things accordingly, and not the same way as an- 
other place where conditions were altogether different. To 
ascertain the currents of air in a house take an ordinary 
pair of bellows filled with lime and blow some of it 
here and there and then watch the dust. This will show 
you things you would doubt if you were told, and after 
you know the way the air travels you can place your 
heat so as to counteract or change the currents of cold 
air, and have it come in, in such a way that the chill 
will be taken from it before it touches too many of the 
plants. Again the pipes doing service one way, will 
not answer very well when the wind changes. 


Keeping the Plants Resistant 


Keeping the plants in perfect health will be a great 
help to keeping mildew where it belongs, for the poor 
weak, overfed and overwatered plants are always sure 
to get it first. Keep the plants*hardy, and it will be 
much easier to defend them against diseases, for they 
will do a good deal of the fighting themselves. A drvss- 
ing of lime now and then will help, but too much of it 
is not good either.

Watering in Cold Wet Weather 
Watering during cloudy weather should be avoided 
as much as possible, but to have the plants too dry 
would be equally harmful. If the weather shows no 
signs of clearing, and the plants are in need of water, 
a good watering should be given. Then allow the venti- 
lators to remain opened a little, and try to give the 
house a little heat to dry off the excessive moisture and 
carry it out by the way of the ventilators. At sundown 
a little air slacked lime blown underneath the plants 
will help to dry out the air for the night and thus help 
keep away mildew spores that may be in the house 
asleep, for they do not grow unless conditions are ideal 
for their growth. 


Lime and Sulphur 


Where no steam is used for heating, and no other 
remedy is available a little sulphur mixed with lime 
about 1 to 2 and blown over the plants will prevent the 
mildew from spreading. We have found that a good 
spray of Fungine will do away with all traces of mildew, 
and if applied in time will kill it so that many leaves 
will be saved. This fact is mentioned only for the good 
of the growers, and not to advertise the article, for this 
is no place for advertisements. We have so far heard of 
nothing that can compare with Fungine and that is 
why no other preparation is mentioned. There is one 
thing, however, that goes against it, and it is that it 
will stain white paint wherever it comes into contact 
with it. This stain, however, is not permanent and will 
disappear in a short time. This is mentioned for the 
benefit of our friends in the private conservatories where 
all has to be kept polished all the time. 

In blowing the lime and sulphur over the plants it is 
well to be careful not to let the powder get over the 
blooms or over buds just beginning to show color. This 
would bleach them more or less, and thus discolored 
would not bring the same price that good stock would. 


Lining the Boxes 


The warm weather that still exists should not be 
trusted too much and at least two thicknesses of news- 
paper should be used to line all the boxes used for ship- 
ping. Frost bitten flowers are not in demand, and after 
this happens once or twice shippers will remember it. 
Paper is cheaper than roses, any time. 


The Winter’s Coal 


Strange to say that the middle of November finds 
many coal bins empty, and growers just beginning to 
think of ordering their coal. This is very poor business, 
and we would have little sympathy for the man who 
failed to get his supply of fuel on time, should an early 
blizzard and severe weather strike us unexpected. Let 
us hope it shall not be, but one cannot tell when winter 
will set in, and there is nothing like being well prepared. 
The man who is ready for any emergency is the one who 
will win out.

Theodore Wirth, assiduous

a plan for getting together a goodly repre- 
Minnesota to attend the S. A. F. Con- 
vention at next August. Mr. Wirth’s scheme 
whereby the funds may be accumulated for 
each individual without being burdensome, will perhaps 
be found worthy of imitation by the florists of other 
places so remote from Boston as to make the expense 
of the convention trip a formidable obstacle. All will 
be pleased to learn that the strenuous president-elect of 
the national society has recovered from his painful acci- 
dent and is in the harness again, lively as ever.

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We fear that the weather man hag 
administered a cruel blow to the 
Cleveland Flower Show, for which so 
extensive preparation and generoug 
provision had been made. It is difficult to believe, ag 
Boston saunters along under a cloudless sky, that the 
telegraphic reports of wild gales and drifting snow, and 
suffering and death to the west and south of us can 
possibly be true. Boston will undoubtedly get her share 
before the winter has gone, but should be thankful that 
she has at least escaped this record-breaker for Novem- 
ber.

The expense of packing, transporta- 
tion, staging, special prizes, etc., not to mention the 
large quantity of material required to put up a notice- 
able exhibit in each case, all count up. Add the cost of 
newspaper advertising, cataloguing, etc., and it is not 
difficult to see why so few raisers of new things nowa- 
days undertake to introduce their own productions as 
formerly. Mr. Totty is not the only one who is thus 
enterprising, but these present remarks are prompted by 
the display staged by Mr. Totty in his home town which 
we have given the position on our front cover this week 
in compliment to the prowess and zeal so well displayed 
in his country-wide campaign. 
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THE CHICAGO SHOW. 

Another Chrysanthemum Exhibit 
has come and gone, this one running 
nearly twice its scheduled time and 
making a record for showing some of 
the finest blooms, of the big fall fa- 
yorites, ever seen in Chicago. Not 
one of the largest, but one of the best 
—this describes the affair in a sen- 
tence. The exhibit, which was given 
by the Chrysanthemum Society of 
America in conjunction with the Hor- 
ticultural Society of Chicago and Chi- 
cago Florists’ Club, was held in Black- 
stone Hall, Art Institute, and opened 
the afternoon of November 5th. When 
the closing day came, November 7th, 
the blooms were in such perfect con- 
dition that the management extended 
the time to November 9th and special 
displays of roses were added by Peter 
Reinberg and Bassett & Washburn, 
and the Chicago Carnation Company 
who showed vases of their Peerless 
Pink, Gloriosa and The Herald carna- 
tions. 

The exhibit was staged by G. T. 
Siegert of the Mt. Greenwood Ceme- 
tery Association, and his work showed 
much skill and good taste. Though 
distinctly a chrysanthemum exhibit, 
two large groups of palms and deco- 
rative plants, furnished by Frank 
Oechslin; specimens of box woods in 
various shapes by Vaughan’s Seed 
Store and fine groups of. Begonias Cin- 
cinnati and Lorraine from Poehlmann 
Bros. added greatly to the effect as a 
whole. The groups of chrysanthemum 
plants which also added materially to 
the beauty of the exhibit, were fur- 
nished by Poehlmann Bros., Mt. 
Greenwood Cemetery Association and 
Vaughan’s Seed Store and were main- 
ly in plants of commercial sizes. The 
largest bush plants in the hall came 
from lowa State Agricultural College, 
and the grafted plants always so ad- 
mired by those outside the trade were 
missing. A very pretty effect was 
a bed of rose plants in full bloom, 
growing in two-inch pots sunken in 
moss, showing masses of the tiny 
roses of Baby Tausendschon, Phyllis 
and Germa Tetschendorf by Vaughan’s 
Seed Store. 

Very noticeable among the many 
excellent cut chrysanthemums was the 
Wm. Turner, and a vase of 25 grown 
by C. H. Totty won a silver medal. 
White blooms seemed to lead, nothing 
quite equalling the Wm. Turner, and 
Naomi was another splendid white. 
The older varieties as Major Bonnaffon 
and Eaton are keeping up well in the 
race. Exhibits of single blooms were 
quite large and made a good showing. 

The rose section (not for competi- 
tion) contained some noteworthy va- 
rieties. Killarney Brilliant was shown 


by Robert Scott & Son, Sharon Hills, 
Pa., and much admired. It was in as 
fine shape at the end of the show as 
at the beginning. Dorner’s new red 
rose, No. 6, was exceedingly fragrant 
and of a dark rich shade. A brilliant 
red novelty was shown by S. J. Reu- 
ter & Son, Westerly, R. L, and E. G. 
Hill & Co., had a vase of their light 
pink Ophelia. Dorner also had a vase 
of his scarlet carnation Champion, and 
the Detroit Cut Flower Exchange ex- 
hibited Philadelphia. Two of the re- 
tailers, A. Lange and J. Mangel, sent 
baskets of roses to represent their 
branch of the trade. The out-of-town 
visitors were confined mostly to the 
exhibitors.

THE STAMFORD SHOW. 


The Third Autumn Exhibition of the 
Westchester and Fairfield Horticul- 
tural Society was held in the Armory, 
Stamford, Conn., November 7th and 
8th, and proved in every respect the 
finest exhibition ever held by the So- 
ciety. The excellent attendance which 
far exceeded expectations shows the 
deep interest the public is taking in 
this young and energetic Society. En- 
tries were heavy in the 98 classes in 
the schedule, competition very keen, 
and the judges fulfilled their duties in 
a most efficient and satisfactory man- 
ner, alihough they had no easy task. 
Chrysanthemums, which occupied the 
larger part of the exhibition, were of 
excellent quality and quite the equal 
to the standard in former years. Of 
the trained specimens, Adolph Lewi- 
sohn’s “Black Hawk,” a gigantic plant 
14 feet in diameter caused quite a 
sensation. Other fine specimens were 
shown by Herbert J. Parks, Mrs. Al- 
bert Crane, Wm.

G. D. Barron. Single chrysanthemums 
and pompon varieties, now fast com- 
ing into public favor, were well staged. 

Roses stood out prominently. Pink 
and White Killarney, Milady, Ameri- 
can Beauty, Mrs. Geo.

THE ROCHESTER SHOW. 

The splash of falling water, the song 
of canary birds, the charm of music 
and the beauty and fragrance of my- 
riads of flowers mingled in the annual 
show of Rochester flower lovers and 
growers which opened last week in 
Convention Hall. The great audito- 
rium and the annex were transformed 
into a German formal garden. High, 
close-cropped hedges broken at regu- 
lar intervals by tall evergreens and 
one or twe arched gateways carved out 
of the solid wall of the hedge by the 
cunning hand of the florist decorator 
hid the displays from the visitor’s eye 
as he first entered. 

On the left as one passed through 
one of the green-arched gateways a 
vista of flowers and greenery closing 
in the distance with a great fountain 
and waterfall came into view. All 
around, the stately, snowy and golden, 
pink and crimson globes of giant 
chrysanthemums. At their base masses 
of greenery, and thousands of bright-- 
hued flowers. 

The high hedge-border was pierced 
by a long arbor passage at the south 
end of the main auditorium. Passing 
through this, the visitor came upon 
the fountain, with its waterfall and 
pool, water streaming first from the 
mouths of half a dozen lions’ heads 
into a shallow basin, then rushing over 
the edge and falling with a continuous 
splash into the broad pool at the base. 
At times the waterfall was illumined 
with brilliant colors which play upon 
the water with fast-changing beauty. 

Credit for the conception and execu- 
tion of this unique show belongs to 
William Pitkin, Jr., a young Rochester 
landscape architect. The display was 
greatly helped by immense contribu- 
tions from the Public Park Depart- 
ment. Full information as to the 
awards and the financial results have 
not yet been received. 


The Fruit Show, now open at Hor- 
ticultural Hall, Boston, is a splendid 
success. The displays are prodigious, 
the quality exceptionally high and the 
arrangement of the various exhibits 
is excellent. More about it next week. 
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AMERICAN ROSE SOCIETY. 


The Executive Committee of the 
American Rose Society met in New 
York City, Monday, November 10th, 
and pursuant to the resolution of the 
meeting of the Society held at Minne- 
apolis, decided to hold the annual 
meeting for 1914 in conjunction with 
the New York Horticultural Society 
and New York Florists’ Club show, 
which will be held in March, 1914, in 
the Grand Central Palace, The man- 
agement has offered the sum of $2,500 
for premiums to be used by the Rose 
Society. The Executive Committee 
has accepted this offer and the pre- 
mium list will be prepared without de- 
lay so far as possible to secure the 
best results. 

The Rules and Regulations governing 
Rose Test Gardens, which were pre- 
sented at the last meeting and sub- 
mitted for further examination, were 
carefully gone over, and passed as di- 
rected at the Minneapolis meeting. 
The Rose Test Gardens in view are 
at Arlington Heights, Washington, D. 
C., Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., 
and Minneapolis, Minn., Park System, 
and also at New Brunswick, N. J. The 
effort to secure the list of all roses 
originated in America, with their pedi- 
grees, has met with much apprecia- 
tion; this list will be properly ar- 
ranged and published as far as re- 
ceived in the Annual Bulletin for 1913. 
Messrs. Robert Simpson and Robert 
Pyle are appointed to assist the Sec- 
retary in the work of preparing the 
Bulletin. 

More dues for membership have 
been received this year than common. 
President Pierson submitted a report 
on affiliation of local societies holding 
June shows and a proposition for the 
distribution of the American Rose So- 
ciety medals. Messrs. S. S. Pennock, 
Pyle and H. O. May gave their views 
bearing upon this effort as desirable 
to gain a country-wide interest in the 
work of the Rose Society.

LOCK BOX 5 
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The Potato Prospect. 


It is pretty widely understood that 
the potato crop in the country outside 
of Maine is considerably short of last 
year’s by some millions of bushels. On 
the other hand it was known that 
Maine had raised the largest and finest 
crop ever produced in that State. As 
dealers in seed potatoes generally de- 
pend upon Maine for their supplies for 
the middle, eastern and southern 
states for early market, they felt con- 
fident of securing their usual quanti- 
ties at reasonable figures. All this 
seems to have been changed, if in- 
formation we have received is reliable. 
A long spell of wet weather, extending 
over several weeks, converted the 
fields into quagmires, and this was 
followed by a hard freeze, ruining a 
very larze percentage of the crop 
which had not already been dug. Some 
estimates place the loss to the State 
as high as $500,000, but the full ex- 
tent of the damage has not as yet de 
veloped, and it will doubtless be some 
weeks bef: e the exact conditions are 
definitely known. This undoubtedly 
will mean an unusually high figure for 
selected seed stock, and those who 
have not already covered their require 
ments, should hasten to do so, but they 
would be wise in stipulating that the 
tubers should be free from rot. 


Seed Beans. 


Growers are beginning to make their 
final estimate of what they will deliv- 
er in the way of seed beans, and deal- 
ers generally will be keenly disap- 
pointed when actual deliveries are 
made. Weeks ago we predicted that 
the majority of both growers and deal- 
ers did not appreciate the extent of 
the shortage in beans, and such in- 
formation as has reached us very re 
cently, confirms this opinion. So far 
as we can ascertain, the only varieties 
that are now offered are the Red Val- 
entines, Early Refugee and the Giant 
Stringless Green Pod, and nearly all 
of these are of t 1912 crop, as no 
grower is in a position to offer new 
beans of any variety. The greatest 
shortages will be felt on the wax- 
podded sorts and the Black Valentine, 
Late Refugee and Burpee’s Stringless 
Green Pod. It is extremely difficult to 
secure offerings of any of these vari- 
eties at the present time, and as there 
is likely to be a keen demand from 
market gardeners and other users of 
seed beans, retailers will not be in a 
position to quote many of them at 
wholesale.

We assume that most of the seeds- 
men and seed growers, who contem- 
plate attending the Canners’ Conven- 
tion in Baltimore, February next, have 
made reservations for such rooms as 
they will require. If they have not, 
they should lose no time in doing so, 
as rooms will surely be at a premium 
before convention time. We are re- 
liably informed that practically all of 
the leading hotels are now booked to 
capacity, the only exception being the 
Hotel Rennert, which still has a few 
rooms not taken. We are advised that 
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the Baltimore canners are making 
great efforts to have this the banner 
convention up to this time, and it will 
probably be several years hence be- 
fore it is eclipsed. The local organiz- 
ation has appointed committees to 
look after various phases of the con- 
vention, and an extended program of 
entertainments has been prepared, 
particular attention being given to en- 
tertaining the ladies. 

A meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion, and the Board of Directors of the 
Canning Machinery and Supplies Asso- 
ciation, was held in Chicago on the 
12th. The business discussed related 
to the forthcoming canners’ convention 
at Baltimore. It promises to be a 
hummer. 


“Future” Peas. 


We have information to the effect 
that prices on future peas, both for 
canners and seedsmen will be some- 
what lower than those of a year ago, 
although there will be no very sharp 
decline as conditions do not justify 
such action. The cost of producing 
seed peas now is very greatly in ex- 
cess of what it was a few years ago. 
In fact it costs more to produce the 
seed now than it was sold for some 
five or six years back. While it is 
quite possible that prices may recede 
even further than those which will be 
asked for the coming season’s crop, 
there is no possibility of their ever ap- 
proaching the old level of even five 
years ago. There appears to be an 
abundance of seed stocks in the hands 
of growers, so far as peas are con- 
cerned, but seed stocks of beans are 
short, and dealers would do well, so 
we are advised, to get in their orders 
early. Incidentally we may add that our 
information is that prices on seed beans 
will show a marked advance over 
those of last year, as the farmers 
are the deciding factor today in prac- 
tically all products of the soil, and 
they will not continue to grow beans 
at old prices. We have heard no fig- 
ures mentioned, but merely that there 
will be a considerable advance.

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Flower Market Reports 


Quiet, very! No signs 
BOSTON yet of any decrease in 
the chrysanthemum cut, 
but the crest of the wave has undoubt- 
edly been reached. In the meantime, 
carnations are “up against it” hard and 
are about the most unsalable thing on 
the market. Roses are faring better. 
They are shortening up in supply and 
if any active demand should material- 
ize there would be a near famine. 
Violets have taken a jump and the de- 
mand is lively even at doubled prices, 
the singles selling for fifty per cent 
more than the doubles. Everything 
else on the list is in ample supply. 
Demand is decidedly dull—both local 
and shipping. 
Weather conditions have 
BUFFALO been favorable for good 
business, although too 
mild for the keeping of stock, which 
has been good and moved fairly well 
on all lines except roses which have 
come in a little faster than they 
could be disposed of to good advantage. 
Of course, chrysanthemums are the 
feature of the market and as the early 
varieties are about over, the better 
keeping varieties are coming in and 
it is hoped that complaints will be 
fewer from now on. The rose demand 
has fallen on high-grade Sunburst, Mi- 
lady and Shawyer. Some good Perles 
are seen, also Hillingdon, but the lat- 
ter has fallen off in demand and Ward 
is much preferred. There are lilies 
and plenty of violets. Lily of the val- 
ley and carnations are éoming on more 
each day. 
There was more varia- 
CHICAGO tion than usual in prices 
and demand during the 
past week. A few warm days brought 
in quantities of stock and then a sud- 
den drop in temperature accompanied 
by a terrific gale reduced the supply 
but also diminished the number of 
buyers. The demand for roses has

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been sunestubty good all the fall, 
which even the coming of the chrysan- 
themums did not greatly diminish. 
Their sales have kept steadily on 
while other flowers have had their 
ups and downs. It is generally con- 
ceded that there are enormous quanti- 
ties of chrysanthemums to draw from 
this season and growers have been cut- 
ting freely to work off the stock with 
the result that prices are not up to 
those of previous years. The approach 
of Thanksgiving is expected to cause 
a reduction of the cut from now on. 
Carnations are competing with pom- 
pons now but the supply till last week 
has hardly been equal to the demand 
in spite of the quantity of pom- 
pons brought in. This week carna- 
tions are moving a little slower as 
pompons take their place in funeral 
work at prices which make them 
very attractive. The violet market 
continues firm and both singles and 
doubles improve as the season ad- 
vances, with a steady gain in the 
quantity of single violets handled in 
this market. Demand for lilies is 
picking up. Sweet peas have appeared 
in limited quantities also snapdragon. 


The demand for stock 
CINCINNATI is not able to make 
serious inroads into 
the bulk of the supply. Only here and 
there are flowers that clean up well. 
A large part does not move at all. 
Prices have slumped to a low point. 
The first blizzard and snow storm of 
the season interfered with the arrival 
of the Monday’s shipment of New 
York double violets, the trains being 
snow-bound somewhere between Cleve- 
land and Columbus. Chrysanthemums 
are far more plentiful than the market 
requires. Only those of the best qual- 
ity sell and even they do not bring 
anything like a good price. The bulk 
of the offerings are the smaller sizes, 
and these enjoy the best call, but the 
stock is so large that prices, as before 
stated, are low. Roses are not as 
plentiful as they were, but are still 
easily sufficient. Carnations, too, are 
less abundant, but the call for them 
is weak. Everything else in plenty.

NEW YORK the wholesale market 
conditions in this city 

have been unsatisfactory and disheart- 
ening for the well-wishers of the flower 
industry all through this fall. Not 
wishing to “harp constantly on the 
same tune,” as has been sometimes 
charged against the trade paper re- 
perts on the New York market, we 
have tried from week to week to treat 
the situation as moderately as possi- 
ble, hoping that the next week might 








furnish some good encouraging news. 
But this time we must cut loose from 
our conservative position and confess 
to the extreme demoralization existing 
all through the wholesale market dis- 
trict. So far as prices are concerned, 
everything has “gone to smash,” and 
the truth is that the price quotations 
as given in our regular tables are 
practically no index of what is going 


ol Never in the history of the busi- 
ness has & worse condition prevailed 
than at present, and this applies to 


everything from cattleyas down, with 
the one exception of violets which are 
in demand at better prices than here- 
tofore. Chrysanthemums are in over- 
whelming supply. We sincerely hope 
that this is the last pessimistic report 
we shall have to make this season. 
With the coming 
WASHINGTON of the cooler 
weather business 
seems to be improving slightly, al- 
though considerable complaint is to 
be heard against the continued dull- 
ness of the market. The height of the 
chrysanthemum season has been near- 
ly reached and the storemen will wel- 
come the passing of the glut. It is 
said that beginning early in the week 
commission merchants and growers 
began holding back their supply of 
chrysanthemums for Saturday when 
an exceptionally heavy demand was 
expected due to the Georgetown-Vir- 
ginia football game. Prices were near- 
ly doubled in some instances and this 
caused the placing of numerous or- 
ders with out-of-town dealers for Fri- 
day and Saturday deliveries, which 
would have otherwise gone to local 
firms. Roses are in good supply and 
fair demand. Orchids continue to be
